Speaking 

Help the Smalls! 

In his current tax reform proposal, President Carter 
has apparently ignored the nation’s problems of Infla¬ 
tion, lagging capital investment, and unemployment. Un¬ 
der the administration’s tax program, more than 75 per 
cent of I'he tax benefits woiild go to the 1,300 largest 
corporations, while the millions of small corporations in 
our country would receive less than five per cent of the 
tax reductions. Yet, the small business sector plays a 
major role in our nation’s economic health and it has 
provided the vast majority of recimt employment gains 
in our economy. 

President Carter’s controversial tax package will .ser¬ 
iously Jeopardize the ability of the small business sector 
to continue its strong record of growth an<l employment, 
but he has threatened to veto any amendment to his 
tax bill. 

According to the National Federation of Independent 
Busines.s. a non-profit, non partisan organization repre- 
.senting over 535,000 small and lndei)endent businesses, 
there are three major areas in which small businesis will 
be hurt by President Carter’s tax package: 

First, the graduation in the corporate tax rate is still 
heavily slanted in favor of the very largest firms In our 
countrj'. The tax sy.stem simply takes too large a bite 
at the lower end, vYhen a small firm is almost totally de¬ 
pendent upon retained earnings to generate growth. 

Sr-cond, the President’s proposal is designed to help 
large, capital-intensive firms through capital recovery and 
does almost notliing to ease Uie problems of small, labor- 
intensive firms. Furthermore, recent Increa.ses in Social 
Srinarity, unemployment compensation Insuance and other 
payroll taxes, together with the lncrea.se in the minimum 
wage, have a disproportionately heavy Impact on small 
business. 

Third, .small business owners need a capital gains 
tax rollover. It is ironic that the adminis.raticm claims a 
rtHluctlon in capital gains taxes will only benefit the ultra- 
rich. This provision would actually stimulate the whole 
eo«>nomy. An exemption from capital gains taxation on 
the .sale of a qualified small business Interest, if the pro¬ 
ceeds are re inv’esti'd in another small business within 
two years, would ke<*p equity capital in the small busi¬ 
ness community and would encourage the creation of new 
firms. 

The re.sult of these shortcomings in President Car¬ 
ter’s tax proi>osal is that the firms which can least afford 
it, will end up paying a proportionately larger share of 
flieir profits In taxes.

A Caltrans decision to continue operating the finan¬ 
cially plagued El Carnlno commuter trains as one of 
six dally Amtrak Los Angeles to 5>an Diego trains has 
met with stern opposition from the Southern California 
Transportation Action Committee (S<TAC). 

Decrying tire two and one half month extension as 
"a misadventure at taxpayer exiK*n.se." SCATAC chairman 
Virgil Waters cautioned Caltrans that the ill-advised re¬ 
prieve would co-st an additional half-million in tax dol¬ 
lar subsidies at a time when the mood of the taxpayer 
is for cost-c»>nsclous government. 

“Let’s let Baxter Ward’s t'hoo-Choo’ die a quiet, if 
not ignominious, death” said a resoluie Waters. 

The .SCTAC executive sakj the total outlay of tax 
dollars for this project is approaohlng the the S4 mil- 
lion mark. Me indicated that the citizens group he heads 
has oppiwetl the Irrt'sponslble experiment from its incep¬ 
tion and that to continue to pour out money on the poorly 
patronized train wouhl be a flagrant violation of the 
PropoKltion 13 mandate. 

“Eh-en the El Camino’s progenitor, Supervisor Baxter 
Ward, has wi hdrawn the county’s supitort for the pro¬ 
ject,” Waters noted. 

■He went on to demand that Caltrans cither Ju.stlfy the 
value of this extontion wih some hard statistics cr cut the 
line on this "financial albatross,” terming the exten-sion 
“a slap in the face to fiscal sensibility.” 

Why Rent Controls 
Will Not Work! 

Hard working mother of iwo, Alcia Byrd (not her 
real name) lived for 10 years in the .same impeccably 
maintained Sierra Madre apartment development When 
the City government adop ed strict rent controls, Mrs. 
Byrd and her ten fellow tenants like<l the idea. After all, 
who wants to pay higher nenis? Now, four years later, 
she says, "I s<'e how ill-advised rent controls can be.” 

Elarlier last year, in what came as a traumatic shock 
to many of the reslden.s, especially the elderly, the apart¬ 
ments’ owner announced that the building had been sold 
and soon would be razed for constructioin of an office 
building. ”We had no choice,” says the owners. "With 
ren s controlled and operating exists skyrocketing, the 
buildings wore simply no longer profitable.” 

Alice Byrd and her fellow tenants learned the hard 
w'ay that rent controls provide a cure worse than the 
di.scase. Ye. government control of rents has gained wide¬ 
spread acceptance in this country, and is being seriously 
considered for the State of California. Over 200 cities 
and counties In the United Slates have adopted controls, 
and hundreds more are considering them. 

Rent controls have contributed significantly to New 
York’s fiscal crisis. The city has lost tens of millions of 
dollars in property taxes because of abandonment and 
reduced assessmen.s on decaying rent cointrol properties. 
Yet administering controls cos.s taxpayers more than $13 
million annually. 

We compart' rent controls to hard drugs “starting is 
euphoric, trying to slop is painful and continuing is 
■disaster.” 

We seriously hope that the enw committee to be 
formed in Sierra Madre to be known as “Controlled 
Growth” will bear these disasterous happenings in mind 
. . . Controlled Growth, Yes; but Rent Controls. No.
